They 
are enabled to secure their milk supply 
without any possibility of interruption 
and nt much lower cost. 
This latter 


is due to the fact that the dried milk 
can be shipped s;o much more econom- 
ically than the milk in its original 
form. A five-pound box can be shipped 
at a small fraction of that of Its equiv- 
alent of whole milk and can be mixed 
as desired. 
The losses in the handling 


of fresh milk around a bakery are 
very great. 
Much is consumed by 


the men handling it. a great deal is 
wasted and not a litttle is spoiled by 
being improperly cared for.

man may leiun by accident. On the 
land west of the city, where he was 
operating a brick plant there was dis- 
covered a bed of clay which w is tough 
and waxy. 
Perhaps it could he used 


for bill kmaklng, but there was no ma- 
chine to get it into shape. In a trade 
journal Mr. Shea saw an advertisement 
from a New York firm who claimed to 
have a machine that would g'-ind any 
clay. 
They agreed to send it on a 


thirty days' trial. 
Mr. Shea ordered 


one to experiment on that bed of tough 
clay| 
He ground enough clay to make 


about 250,000 brick and scntteiod them 
through the 
kilns and burned them. 


The brick were a disappointment and 
crumbled to pieces after being in the 
air a few hours. 
Cm the yard there 


was a big hole which he had long con- 
sidered idling and there was al least 
one purpose svhich the useless bricks 
could be made to serve. 
Mr. Shea or- 


dered the worthless brick to be dumped 
into the hole, which happened at that 
time to be filled with water, saying that 
he did not w a n t such stuff to go on tho 
market from his yard. 
Thousands of 


brick wci'e dumped into 
tho 
water. 


There was a big demand for brick that 
summer and orders could not be filled. 
One day, quite by accident, Mr. Shea 
noticed that some of the brick in the 
pool of water had not disintegrated arid 
when he examined them found that 
they were as hard as could be. He dug 
into the pool and found all of the re- 
jected bricks were in excellent condi- 
tion. They were hauled out and about 
10,000 of them wcnl into the Illinois 
Central freight house. More than 100.- 
000 went Into the pavement on Nortn 
Main street. 
For years Mr. Shea kept 


tab on that pavement and found what 
were at first supposed to be worthless 
brick stood tho tt-st of wear on Main 
street better than did some of tho olh- 
ers. 
But the expl ination: Tl-ore was 


a large per cent, if lime in the c!ay 
svlth which he hod oxperimentiid, and 
after burning the lime caused the brick 
to air-slack.

America Now Supplies the World With 


Sturgeon. 


The time is said to be not far off 


when caviare will be as expensive as 
canvasbaek duck or diamond-back ter- 
rapin. 
Though supposed to be a for- 


eign delicacy, it is almost exclusively 
American. 
At one time all the cavlo-e 


in the market was of Kuropeon origin. 
European waters 
have been nearly, 


fished out of sturgeon, however, and 
today the German and Russian manu- 
facturers who have a practical mo- 
nopoly of the finished product rely up- 
on the United States for the sturgeon 
eggs out of which the finished deli- 
cacy is made. 
The same process of 


extinction is going on in this country 
at a very rapid nate, and thui far no 
steps have been taken by either 
the 


national or the state governments to 
regulate the industry. 
Al the pres- 


ent time the three centers of sturgeon- 
catching are the Delaware river, the 
groat lakes and the Columbia river. A 
limited number are caught In Puget 
sound, and, according to ship captains 
there is still vast and untouched sup- 
ply in the waters of Southern Alask t. | 
The waterways which run from Van- 
couver northward along British Co- 
lumbia are another field of consid- 
erable promise. 


But tho first quality and the one 


which nil epicures prefer comes from 
the Delaware. That of the great lakes 
is Inferior In flavor, while tho Pacific 
article is altogether 
too rank and 


coarse for the most refined palate. 
It 


was the latter which wu.s described by 
an Irishman as a. shad-roe dressed ill 
cod-liver oil. 
Up to the present cen- 


tury thero were many sturgeon in the 
Hudson and Connecticut, in New Lon- 
don and Narragansett bays, as well 
as Long Island sound, but the number 
has grown steadily smaller and today 
is scarcely worthy of consideration.— 
New York Post.

penny, ftp-penny bit. 
That the pl.a- 


yune was a regular Spanish coin, as a 
matter of abundant and absolute rec- 


ord, 
Is fully established, and there was 


nothing about it that was local ex. ept 
the name. In 1837, when the Picayune 
newspaper was founded, the Spanish 
half-real was the smallest coin in cir- 
culation in New 
Orleans, and it was 


adopted as the name and the price of 
this newspaper.

The United St.1 tes mint, which got 


to work about 179.1, was able to 4urn 
out but a small coinage, and for years 
the Spanish coins mad,, up the chief 
circulating medium. 
On Feb. 21, 1857,

ill Spanish coins received by the gov- 
ernment should be melted and minted 
into United States money.

ire most poisonous. 
The color of the 


flower 
of the "spotted touch-be-not" 


s a deep orange, and the spots are of a 
reddish-brown. 
The lips form a sac, 


not very much 
unlike the moccasin 


flower, and it ends in a curved spur. 
The seed-pods burst if slightly touched, 
and scatter the seeds nil around. To 
this peculiar property the plant osves 
it common 
name. 
It is also called 


"noll-mctangero" 
and "N'y louche/, 


pas." 
The remedy is applied by 


pressing the juice of the plant and ap- 
plying il to the skin which has been 
poisoned.—Practical Druggist.
